To see what sum of money the Town will raise to meet the 
necessary expenses of the Brookline Public Library or take any action 
relating thereto. 


7. To see what action the Tow n will take in regard to observing 
Memorial Day, and raise money for the same or take any action relat- 
ing thereto.

8. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees and officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto.  —

Report of the Board of Education. 


Phe opening of the spring term of schools was delayed 
by unfavorable weather, bad traveling and the condition 
of the cellars at the Village Primary, in one of which 
there were nearly three feet cf water at one time. 

The spring term of the Village Primary and Grammar 
Schools was much broken by sickeness among the schol- 
ars. lo close them entirely was considered by the com- 
mittee. We found some opposition to that, so they were 
continued. During the year thirty weeks have been giv- 
en the primary grades, and thirty-two to the grammar. 

The west primary being so small the Board considered 
it advisable to unite that with the village primary. The 
scholars being so young we thought best to employ a 
team to take them to and fro, at the same time saving to 
the tax-payers about one-half the expense required to 
maintain a school there. 

We can give all our teachers credit for much good and 
faithful work in their several schools, and where parents 
and pupils co-operated good progress has been made. 

Following are yearly statistics: 

Number of school children, April enumeration, 44 girls, 
50 boys. 

Number enrolled in the schools, 80. 

Number reported pursuing the different studies :— 
Reading, 80; spelling, 80; penmanship, 75; grammar ; 
50; arithmetic, 70; geography, 50; history, 7;  physi-
